FOR STOESSEL FROM THE SECRETARY 
1. General approach we prefer for December 11 meeting 
is one in which you will make generalized statement of 
US desire for improved relations and suggest date and 
arrangements for formal meeting but avoid any specific 
substantive discussions on other issues. We believe 
Chinese will accept fact that short notice of current 
meeting makes detailed discussion of issues impractical 
and will themselves be unprepared to deal with substance. 
We wish to draw Chinese out into formal resumption of 
talks and believe it would not be helpful now to hint 
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at issues we wish to discuss. This might in fact 
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discourage Chinese and diminish likelihood we will be ^tw, 
able to move toward more productive meeting in coming weeks. 
2, Following are points you should make in your meeting with 
ChiCom Charge: 

a. Since this is first face-to-face encounter since 
beginning of Nixon Administration, it provides an opportunity 
to begin exploring whether some improvement in our bilateral 
relationship may now be possible, 

b. The Chinese are hxh aware of statements by President 
and Secretary Rogers making clear our belief "that* there should 
be greater communication with Peoples Republic of China, that 

we believe China has an important role in Asia, and that
